Official Verdict: Double suicide 
(without a pact) through the use

W illiam Norman Jupe and his 
son. Anthony, provided all the 
aspects of a best-selling m.vsterv 
novel before the cause of death 
w as established through a chem ­ 
ical analysis. 
Finding of the house in s h a m ­ 
bles, discovery of the

diary beside the body of the

kept alive the possibility of a 
murder-suicide until the autopsy 
revealed no m arks of violence on 
either body and the analysis re­ 
vealed that both had taken sleep­ 
ing pills.
